Boundary Agreement Process

To Resolve Annexation Litigation*

Section 66.0225 Wis. Stats.

Two adjacent communities are
in court** contesting
the validity of an annexation

» Community litigants enter into a written ‘
stipulation that settles the litigation
and determines the boundary line
between the municipalities.

Referendum held if a petition is ‘
filed that is signed by at

Stipulation void
if referendum
vote is NO

Stipulation
takes effect

If referendum
Vote is YES

NOTES:

‘ I of the stipulation

Within 30 days
least 20% of the electors

who reside within the territory whose
jurisdiction will change as a result

Court enters final
judgment that includes the
stipulation and fixes the
common boundary line
between the community
litigants.***

Community litigants’ governing
bodies approve the stipulation,
publish it in the newspaper,
and file it with the Office
of the Secretary of State.

* Community litigants in court over disputes regarding incorporation, consolidation, detachment, as well as annexation

may also develop a general boundary agreement under s. 66.0301 Wis. Stats. or a cooperative boundary plan under
s. 66.0307 Wis. Stats. as part of a stipulation to resolve the litigation. The process for these stipulations follows is forth in

ss. 66.0301 and 66.0307, rather than the process shown above for stipulations to resolve annexation litigation.

Agreement
takes effect

**The court having jurisdiction over the annexation litigation could be a circuit court, court of appeals, or the supreme

court.

*** The stipulation may determine only that portion of the common boundary line between the municipalities that is the

subject of the annexation litigation.
